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As the name stuutests, Chis disease was supposed lo be caused by 
persons inhaling “bad ar night airs particularly the air from swamps or 
murshes. Accordingly, not so long ago, almost everyone tightly closed thelr 
windows ot night, to prevent the 'night ale'‘from entering thelr bedrooms, 
There 1s, of course, a very definite connection bebseen swamps and malaria, 
but the night alr is quite blaeneless, and has no connection with the trans- 
mission of the disease whatsoever, | . 

Although the ise, mularia, has been recognised for many hundreds 
of years, the cause was not proven until comparatively recently, It is of 
considerable local interest that a, most. important contribution towards the 
discovery of the cause of. the disease was made in this Colony and by a 
Hongkong doctor, At the beginning of this century Dr, later Sir Patrick 
Manson, a mestical practitioner in-this Colony and founder of the old Hong. 
kong Medical School (now the Un’ versity‘of Hongkeng) had suspicions that’ 
‘ao mosquito carried matirin from man to man. ‘ : 

Sir Patrlek conveyed his theory to a friend of his, then an army medical 
corps major (later Sir Honalt’ Ross) and Ross spent several years in inten- 
slve research on the lines sugested by Manson. These experiments were 
carried out mostly in India, * 

. Invorder to understand how malaria fs transmitted, it must be appre- 
elated that all blood, whether human or animal, ts really a fluid in. which 
fg suspended: milllons of tiny red cells. The function of these Hittle red 
cells is ta carry oxygen to, and carbon dioxide gases from, the tisstes of 
the body. Normally there are some tive million of these in every cubic 
centimetre of blood. . 

-, Rosy, In his Investigations divided his altention particularly’ to two 
fuctors, the study of the body of certain mosquitoes, and human blood. 
He found that the red blood cells, in the blood of persons suffering from 
* malaria, contained .curtous little bodies which shewed up ‘under the micro- 
scope when suitably stained or dyed. These bodies sometimes were found 
to be irregular in shape, but more often they resembled little signet. rings, 
the thick part of the ring stained red and the rest purple, These he proved 
later to be the parasites of malaria, es 

At the same time, he pald attention to the body of the anophelene 
mosquito, and’ he found that some of the females which had eggs in thelr 
bodies also had curious sickle-shaped bodies in thelr salivary glands, and 
others hind protrusions or lumps on the inside ning of their stomachs, 
Further, he found that the stomach was first Infected, and that afterwards, 
ithe salivary glands became involved, the whole process taking about elght

Ross demonstrated that on biting man, the female anophlene mosquito 
actually injected malaria parasites into the human bloodstream, and that 
after an incubation pertod of abaut ten days the victim developed «an: inter- 
mittent fever when it was possible to demoustrate the mature malaria 
parasites fn the red blood cells, Furthermore, after a short lapse of time, 
ench malaria porasite split up into several distinct parasites. which com=

A party of sclentists left England and Hved in a very malnrlous part 
of southern Europe. The Inhabitants in these parts were riddled with 
malorin, These scientists lived nmongst the Infected population, engaged 
in the same occupations, ate the same food, and drank the same water for 
two years or more, and never contracted malaria, because at nightfall they . 
all retired within a mosquito-netted: house and slept under: nets at night, 
thus preventing mosquitoes from biting them. . ‘ 

A further series of experiments was carried out and, briefly, these con- 
sisted in transporting Infected mosquitoes from malartous countries and 
allowing them to bite ‘volunteers’ jn England, people who had never been 
Jn so malarious country In thelr lives. All the persons so bitten after the

Besides being “coroner” for ‘inquests on Nazi machines, he 
is consulting physician. and general practitioner for British’ air-' 
craft, If a machine has lost speed he takes it into the air and 
finds the-reason why, and even if no trouble has been reported, 
he tests and tries out every working part of the aircraft.. If he 
finds anything wrong he prescribes the remedy and -his expert 
advice is as essential in discgvering defects in British aircraft 
as it is in discovering how a German aircraft crashed. 


A raid on Germany which has been pressed ‘home ‘in spite 
of intensive barrage-fire and machine guns puts a strain not only 
on the bomber’s crew, but also on the machine itself, and before 
it takes the air again it undergoes a thorough check-over. It is 
these examinations and ‘checking which gives British airmen that 


‘feeling of confidence not possessed by their rivals. 


Skilled mechanics immediately start work. The engines 
are checked, the gun-turrets examined, the windows and the fabric 
of the plane closely inspected, instruments tested and search made 
for any flaw. Repairs are carricd out on the ‘spot by the ground 
staff; nfter a forced Janding they may be effected on the scene 
of the crash, and the pilot is able to take the air-again almost 
immediately. . Nothing is overlooked and in.PICTURE (1) a 
Wellington bomber is shown undergoing a thorough overhaul.

a succession of Dictators. 


Some of them, like Edward VI. 
and Richard Cromwell, were not cut 


out for the. job,. Others, Ike Henry 


VILL, Elizabeth, and. Oliver, most 
deeidedly were. They ruled Eng- 
lond. And after a time England 
Kicked, 


This is the story of that prolonged 
dictatorship and of England's kick- 
ing. With the exception of the 
opening sketch of John—of Magna 
Carta, the Jewels in the Wash, and 
little Arthur's eyes fame—it is a 
section of English history that opens 
In 1609 and closes in 1660. 


T have anty one criticism fo, make: 
the title docs .not do justice to the 
book. It belongs to the same yawn- 
provoking category as ‘“Some 
American Elevators’ or ‘Some 
African Equators.": It is the kind of 


obvious and platitudinous title which 
causes the vital reader to shun it, 
and this is a very great pity.

The paradox inherent in 
situntfon Mr Waldmun seca as no 
other historian has, I think, ygt 
seen, ‘ . 


For six years the King, ‘embodi- 
ment of absolutism, struggled to 
restore his sway by the promise of 
the most irreconcilable and im- 
possible liberties to all and sun- 
dry. For eix yeara the Parliament, 
avowed championships of liberty, 
strove to prevent him by the most 
odious. and Icentious devices , of 
tyranny.
